Art. 7. No queries shall be considered by the Association unless 


regularly sent up through the churches, and such queries shall embrace 
only questions of doctrine. 


Art. 8 The Association shall meet annually as may be agreed 


upon. and after enrolling the hames of the delegates, proceed by 
ballot to the election of a Moderator, a Clerk and Treasurer. 

Art. 9. The duties of the various officers at the Association shall 
be similar to those of all deliberative bodies, and Mell’s Parliamentary 
Manual shall be the basis of decision of order. 


Art. 10. The churches holding the Articles of Faith adopted by 
this body, may become members of this Association by a unanimous 
vote, and letters of dismission may be obtained without assigning a 
reason therefor, by the concurrence of a majority present, while the 


Association retains the right of withdrawing from such churches as it 
shall deem heterodox of disorderly.

ARTICLES OF FAITH. . a 
1. We believe in one God, the Father, the Son, and the Holy 
Ghost—equal in power and glory. 


2. We believe that the scriptures of the Old Testament and the 
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New were written by the inspiration of God, and are the only rule 
of faith and practice. 


3. We believe in the doctrine of original sin, of total depravity 
and man’s inability to restore himself to the favor of, God. | 


4. We believe that God chose His people, in Christ, before the 
foundation of the world, and that they are kept by the power of God 
through faith unto a salvation ready to be revealed in the last time. | 


5. We believe that sinners are justified in the. sight of God only 
by the imputed righteousness of Christ. 


6. We believe that the Gospel is God's appointed means of calling 
sinners to the knowledge of the truth; and as He has commanded it 
to be preached to every creature, all are required to obey. 


7. We believe that good works are the fruit of faith, and the 
only evidence of justification; and that all believers will abound, 
therein from a principle of love. 


8. We believe in the resurrection of the dead, the just and 
the unjust, and the general judgment, and that the joys of the 
righteous and the punishment of the wicked will be eternal. 


9. We believe that a visible church of Christ is composed of 
baptized believers only, who are covenanted to keep up a discipline 
agreeable to the rules of the New Testament Scriptures. 


10. We believe that Jesus Christ is the only lawgiver of His 
church and that the government is with the church, each member 
having equal rights therein. 


11. We believe that Baptism and the Lord’s Supper are the oniy 
ordinances of the church, and are to be continued, until the second 
coming of our Lord Jesus Christ. 


12. We believe that immersion only is Baptism, and can be 
administered only by those duly authorized by the church, and that 
only believers in Christ are tlie proper subjects of the ordinance. 


13. We believe that regularly Baptized believers only have a 
right to partake of the Lord’s Supper. 


14. We believe that the churches compose Christ's visible 
kingdom on the earth, and they are independent of each other; choos- 
ing their own bishops, and other executive officers, none of whom 
may lord it over God's heritage. 

RULES OF DECORUM. 


1. All meetings of the Association shall be opened with prayer 
and closed with prayer and benediction. 


2. The first order of business shall be the calling of the roll of 


the churches composing the same and the enrollment of delegates 
representing them. 


3. No delegates can be enrolled until they. furnish evidence in 
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writing from the church which they Propose to represent, which shall 
be submitted to the Clerk.

6. The Moderator may correct any speaker for Misquotation, 
personal reflection, or indiscreet language. 


7. Any member feeling himself aggrieved by the ruling of the 
Moderator may appeal to the Association, when, if it is Sustained 
by a two-thirds vote, the Moderator’s ruling shall be reversed. 


8. All members shall use the term “Brother,”. when addressing 
or speaking to each other: and one failing to observe this rule shall 
subject himself to a reprimand by the Moderator. 

9. Any or all of the rules may be altered or amended at any 
regular meeting by a two-thirds majority vote.

Report on Woman's Work. 


Recently we have heard a good deal about women working for 
the Missionary Society instead of working for the church. 


The time ol the year that the W. M. U. is workihg for each of the 
phases of our work, corresponds exactly to the time that the church 
is taking up and dis¢ussing and giving to these same phases. The 
working of ‘he women together, does not mean that they have sep- 
arated themselves from the church. 


At the beginning of the work at Camp Shelby, the workmen who 
reported were set to the work which each could do. Stump diggers 
and carpenters could not work to best advantage together building a 
house, and a farmer who knew how to drive a team might not do so 
well driving a truck, but by putting each laborer to doing what he 
could do best, they have accomplished-a wonderful amount of work. 
So if we in our churches work in groups, putting those together of 
like aims and ability, we can accomplish a great deal. 


A Woman's Missionary Society is simply the women of the church 
at work. Where we do not find a good missionary society in a church, 
as a rule we find the women of the congregation doing very little. 
Usualiy when the pastor favors and encourages woman’s work, we find 
a live interest in it. 


The primary purpose of the W. M. U. is to promote in its members 
a desire for study of conditions near and far, study of the Bible and 
prayer. If we inspire our women to mission study, Bible study, 
righteous living and prayer, the influence spreads itself throughout 
the church, for the real standard attained in any church is the stan- 
dard of its women. It is difficult for the husbands, brothers and 
sons to rise above the standards set by the sisters, wives and moth- 
ers, but when the women are developing along the spiritual lines, when 
they study and pray, a gentle but powerful influence begins to beckon 
to better things.

Some we 
have lost sight of entirely but when last heard of were on the right 
line and gave promise of developing into useful men and women. 

We commend our Orphanage to the cordial support of all our 
people and would recommend that the Sunday Schools of our Associa- 
tion adopt the plan of giving monthly to the Orphanage and that our 
churches take a special thank offering during the month of November. 
In addition to the money contributions, let our churches, Sunday 
Schools and W. M. U.’s send supplies of food, clothing, taking advan- 
tage, whenever possible, of the free cars that run djring the latter 
part of November and early part of December, which will carry all 
donations free of charge to the Orphanage. Send corn, peas, canned

REPORT ON MINISTERIAL EDUCATION. 


Great stress is now-a-days placed upon general education, especial- 
ly on the lines of efficiency. Perhaps less stress is placed upon a 


classical education than for many centuries, and culture, for culture's 
sake, is not duly appreciated as formerly, but all lines of education 
which have an application to the practical and economical conditions 
of life are accumulated as never before in the history of education. 


In consequence of this trend of the times the watchword is efficiency. 
The pastor must be an efficient man. 


Never were there such demands made on pastors. He must be a 
man of lofty character, a « tured gentleman, an educated man, a good 
speaker, a Bible Student, an organizer and a business man.

“ HOSPITALS. 


There are three divisions of work that engaged the time and 
energy of our Lord during His earthly ministry; teaching, preaching 
and healing. There are three elements that make up the human 
being; mind, soul and body. Jesus is concerned for the entire 
man and His ministry was an effort to bring the entire man ; 
each of his elements to the attainment of his highest possibilitids. 
The mind needs instruction. So Jesus was a teacher. The soul 
needs stirring into activity. So Jesus was a preacher. The body 
needs health. So Jesus was a healer. Many itimes it is asserted 
of Him that he taught and preached and healed. To neglect either 
division of this work is to fail to fulfill all that is included in the 
commission. 


At last Baptist people are awakening to a realization of the 
importance of putting into execution this part of our Lord’s program 
which relates to the healing of the body. 


About a dozen years ago Missionary Baptists led out by building 
and equipping 4 magnificent hospital in the city of St. Louis. Several 
other Southern! States have followed suit. 


Some seven or eight years ago the project of a tri-state hospital 
to be built and operated jointly by Tennessee, Mississippi and 
Arkansas Baptists was launched, and resulted in the accomplish- 
ment of the work. And now we have in Memphis, Tenn., one of 
the very best equipped and most popular hospitals to be found any- 
where. This was Mississippi Baptists’ first experience in this line 
of work, and right proud should we be of the part we have taken in its 

Soon after engaging with our sister states.in this work some 
physicians of Jackson, Miss., made the Baptists of our state an 
offer of a valuable bit of property in their city for hospital purposes. 
It was accepted and a small Baptist hospital was opened in Jackson. 
It grew in pdpularity until the Baptists in their State Convention 
resolved to add fifty thousand dollars for building and equipment. 
This was speedily accomplished bya campaign principally led by 
Rev. Bryan Simmons for cash and subscriptions running through a 
period of five years. 

During the year closing August 31st, the Hospital has cared for 
278 surgical patients, with only 13 deaths.

This institution has repeatedly been called “The Pride of Missis- 
sippi Baptists.” 






It is the only institution for women owned and controled by the 
Baptists of the State.

ance of 310 and the prospects for the coming session are brighter 
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than ever. This school has a strong faculty and gives the very best 
mental development and the religious atmosphere is unsurpassed. 
The Bible is taught in the regular course and before graduating each 
pupil must receive a blue seal diploma. Last session 500 seals and 
diplomas were awarded, and there were eighteen mission study classes. 
The school is fortunate in having Dr. J. T. Christian as Bible teacher. 
Dr. and Mrs. Johnson are putting their very lives tnto the college 
and are doing untold good. 


Let every Baptist pray for them and in the near future we will 
not only have a Baptist college for women second to none in the 
South, but we will have all over Mississippi God fearing, God serving 
women who have been trained for the Master's service.

REPORT ON HOME MISSIONS. 


There was splendid progress during the last year in almost every 
phase of the Home Mission work. 


It will be recalled that a debt of $72,308.38 was reported to the 
convention in 1916. At the last convention the board reported that it 
had incurred no debt during the year and had raised $34,123 on the 
indebtedness, making a grand total of $474,742 raised by the board 
during the year. 


There was most effective work done in the mountain schools 
during the year. We are maintaining 36 of these schools with a force 
of 201 workers. During last year 5,704 pupils were enrolled, 117 
of this number being ministerial students. There were 323 baptisms 
and 323 additions to the churches reported from the mountains. 


The board has had 16 enlistment workers under its direction and 
these workers have made, besides other work, 35 associational cam- 
paigns and have delivered 2,985 sermons and addresses. 


Under the evangelistic department of the Board a magnificent 
report is made. There are 24 evangelists. These have labored 1,103 
weeks, held 345 meetings, delivered 8,532 sermons and addresses, and 
have seen 16,260 persons received for baptism, and a total of 20,942 
received for membership into the churches. These workers have also 
witnessed 1,710 people volunteer for the ministry and: for mission 
work. 


. In the various mission fields of the South the Home Board has 1,228 
white missionaries and 38 negro missionaries. These missionaries 
have received for baptism 21,118 people. These together with those 
received for baptism in the mountain schools and in the enlistment 
and evangelistic work make a total of 37,724 under Home Board 
workers, and a total of 60,202 received into the churches. Besides 
there has been 17,578 Bibles distributed. 


Southern ‘Baptists are asked to give to Home Missions this year 
$408,600 in addition to $38,185 on the indebtedness. Mississippi is 
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asked to raise of this amount $26,500.

but it required moral courage to take the stand: for Prohibition several 
years ago. We should praise the Lord for the brave men and women 
who have made this great reform possible. 
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But, the fight is not yet finished; and in these days of strife and 
struggle, in these days when every nation of recognized power on 
the globe is being wrapped in the flames of war, we should be alert 
and see that the work is not lagging. With the legislation that we 
already have, both state’ and national, in favor of prohibition, we 
can certainly keep intoxicating liquors out of our confines if we will 
do our duty as Patriotic Christian citizens.
